MISSIONARY SPEAKER 


Miss Helen Dizney, R. N., a Congre- 
gational Christian missionary nurse for 
more than 30 years and a pioneer in 
nurses’ training and public health 
work in both Africa and China, will 
speak at the Kentucky - Tennessee 
Family Camp and Women’s Retreat 
during June 9-15; at the Georgia - 
South Carolina Women’s Retreat June 
15-16; and at the Alabama Women’s 
Retreat July 23-24. 

Miss Dizney served in North China 
for more than 25 years prior to World 
War II when she was held by the Jap- 
anese for nine months, Released in 
1942, she returned to this country and 
spent the remaining years of the war 
doing public health nursing in Maine. 

In 1947 she went back to China to 
become Director of the Public Health 
Program for the whole North China 
Kung Li Hui area with headquarters 
in Tunghsien. 

Forced to leave China by communist 
pressures in 1950, she returned to the 
United States and was soon after re- 
assigned to Southern Rhodesia, Africa. 
After a brief period of service at the 
Willis F. Pierce Memorial Hospital at 
Mt. Silinda, she was transferred to 
Chikore where she has since been a 
member of the staff of the Cottage 
Hospital and Dispensary. 

Miss Dizney was born in _ Jellico, 
Tenn., educated at Berea College in 
Kentucky, and West Suburban Hospi- 
tal Training School, Oak Park, Ill, and 
received her Bachelor of Science de- 
gree and certificate in public health 
nursing from George Peabody College, 
Nashville, Tenn. 

MASARU TAKAHASHI 

The Rey. Takahashi will be present 
for the Alabama - NW Florida Young 
People’s Conference July 14-20, and 
will be the resource person at the Ala- 
bama Women’s Retreat July 23-24 to 
discuss the mission study theme — 
“Japan.” 

Mr. Takahashi is especially well 
equipped to speak on and _ conduct 
classes on the Christidn Church in Ja- 
pan, having served, ‘since his gradua- 
tion from Doshisha University, as As- 
sistant Pastor in three Japanese Chur- 
ches before being ordained and receiv- 
ing his pastorate in 1954 at the Harai- 
chi Church, Gunnaken.

Need For Church Building 
Loan Fund Pledges 


At the April meeting of the Church 
Building Committee, applications were 
on hand totaling over $1,000,000 with 
only $150,000 available for immediate 
appropriation. This, we submit, is noth- 
ing short of tragic. The building sea- 
son lies before us; the necds are gen- 
uine and great, but the resources are 
woefully inadequate in spite of the 
more than $4,000,000 that has been paid 
in on the Church Building Loan Fund 
Campaign. 

The rate of repayments on outstand- 
ing loans to the churches currently am- 
ount to about $1,000,000 annually. This 
means that $250,000 maximum will be 
available each quarter and it simply 
is not enough. About $700,000 of Church 
Building Loan Fund pledges remain 
outstanding. Could this money be paid 
promptly, it would go a long way to- 
ward meeting present needs. 

We feel that where the churches have 
made declarations, and there remains 
an unpaid balance, that the churches 
should, for their own sakes quite as 
much as for the sake of the cause in- 
volved, meet these pledges unless there 
be extenuating circumstances to justify 
otherwise. To disregard a_ pledge is 
spiritually bad for a church just as it 
is spiritually bad for an individual.

“Dr. Buschmeyer has put an. indel- 
ible imprint of his stalwart faith in 
Christ and intense devotion to the Con- 
gregational way on the structures of 
our fellowship,” declares Dr. Fred Hos- 
kins, minister of the General Council. 
“His ministry to our military chaplains 
has enabled them to know they are 
honored servants of our communion. 
His leadership in the Department of 
the Ministry has made all of us the 
richer. His service to the General Coun- 
cil has made him honored and belov- 
ed throughout the land.”

THE CONGREGATIONAL CHRISTIAN TRILOGY 


Hl, FELLOWSHIP 


The third element in the Congrega- 
tional Christian Trilogy is Fellowship. 
Fellowship connotes for us profoundly 
more than meeting as church members, 
as associations, conferences, conven - 
tions, and as the General Council. The 
getting acquainted, the forming of 
friendships, the eating of meals, the 
listening to addresses, good and poor,— 
this all is important. But were that all 
there is to fellowship, there would be 
little more than an emotional satisfac- 
tion. Fellowship means, too, working 
together, partnership. The Christian re- 
ligion is a great adventure. It involves 
an enlistment. It is a crusade to es - 
tablish no less than the kingdom of 
God. 

Let it be confessed that there is much 
about organized religion that is sup- 
erficial. The church is continually 
lip service, 
and meagre support, that is no credit 
to the giver and certainly no honor to 
God. 

Some people have the queer notion 
that a particular church belongs to its 
members to do with as they please. 
That is true in a legal sense, as re - 
gards its physical property. But when 
a church is dedicated to God the Fa- 
ther, His Son, Jesus Christ, His Spirit, 
the Holy Ghost, that church has ceased 


to belong to its members, — it belongs 
to God. The members are merely its 
custodians. Of a certainty, no church 
dedicated to God in Christ is free to 
act in defiance of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. If this be true, then the church 
is much more than a place of worship. 
It is a congregation of people seeking 
to know the will of God and in that 
knowledge to serve the Most High with 
devotion. The local church, however, 
would be seriously limited without 
fellowship expressed through mission- 
ary societies established to perform 
specific tasks in the name of Christ. 

The Hawaiian Islands were evange- 
lized by missionaries of the American 
Board. The Hawaiian churches have 
assumed responsibility for evangelizing 
the Micronesian Islands. The Christian 
religion is dynamic. If it be static, it 
is less than Christian. 

Religion is both personal and social. 
Sometimes it never gets beyond the 
personal. One is concerned only with 
his own salvation, forgetting that 
“those who save their own lives stand 
to lose them; but those who lose their 
lives for Christ’s sake and the Gospel 
shall save them.” 

Over the years our churches have 
been socially minded, concerned to re- 
lieve suffering, to educate the illiterate, 
to minister to the sick, to take the gos-

pel of love to backward people 
throughout the world and to proclaim 
Christ’s redeeming power across the 
nation. Much has been accomplished. 
Much remains to be done. Fellowship 
is the answer. We are free, and as free 
churches we share through Our Chris- 
tian World Mission, creating a mighty 
influence for righteousness. Fellowship 
has made it possible. 

Our faith wouldn’t be worth much 
of it didn’t issue in action. We are 
worthy of our freedom only if we make 
it meaningful. Our fellowship has been 
glorious in the past. It can continue to 
be a blessing, pleasing to God, if we 
are so minded. 

Great days lie ahead for the South- 
east. Commerce and industry are on 
the march. And the Convention should 
likewise be alert to its opportunities 
to serve in Christ’s name. We of the 
Board of Home Missions want to 
help —- we trust you will permit us to 
do so.

Congregationalists who participated 
were the Rev. Clyde C. Flannery, pro- 
gram chairman, Dr. Herman H. Long, 
director Race Relations Department of 
the Board of Home Missions, speaker, 
and the Rev. Howard Kester, Fellowship 
of Southern Churchmen, secretary of 
the sponsoring committee. 

Those attending from the Southeast 


Convention were: Rev. Arnold Slater, 
Dr. Kendrick Grobel, Rev. Claude W.

This we shall do in the at- 
mosphere of the unique fellowship pro- 
vided by the meeting of Congregation- 
alists from all over the world. 

Only once in five years is this oppor- 
tunity available — the opportunity of 
meeting with fellow Christians from 
Africa and the Far East, from Austra- 
lia and New Zealand, from the Conti- 
nent of the West Indies and South A- 
merica, from the mission churches of 
the American Board and the London 
Missionary Society, and from the Unit- 
ed Churches in India, Japan, and the 
Philippines. Only once in five years 
comes the opportunity of hearing our 
world leaders in home and _ overseas 
work, and our distinguished theologi- 
ans, writers, and administrators. 


‘NEW PRESIDENT AT ELON 


Announcement has been made that 
Dr. Earl Danieley will succeed Dr. Leon 
E. Smith as president of Elon College, 
He will assume his responsibilities on 
July 1, 1957. 

When Dr. Smith retires at the end of 
June he will have served Elon for more 
than a quarter of a century, and at a 
erucial period in the history of the 
college. When he arrived he found five 
new buildings and a sizeable debt; when 
he leaves there will be four additional 
new buildings, and some debt. In- 
creased endowment, invested funds, and 
student enrollment will certainly make 
it easier to pay bills as they come due. 

Dr. Earl Danieley has already proven 
his leadership ability, even though he 
is young in years. As a teacher, dean 
of the college, lay-pastor of churches, 
public speaker, and president of the 
Laymen’s Fellowship he has demon- 
strated his worth and has won the con- 
fidence of those who know him. 

May 24-27 Dr. Smith presided at the 
final commencement under his admin- 
istration — his 26th time to say fare- 
well to seniors as they graduate from 
college. May his remaining years be 
filled with the joy of remembering. 


PROJECT OF THE MONTH 


This is the year when many churches 


in different denominations are studying; 


and thinking about Southeast Asia. As 


Congregational Christians we have been 
particularly concerned with the Philip- 
pine Islands. This month let us turn 
our attention to the northern-most part 
of the Island of Mindanoa near beauti- 
ful Lake Lanoa. This is an area inhab- 
ited by a very fierce tribe known as the 
Maranaws or Moros, They are a people 
who delight in colorful costumes, haunt- 
ing songs, and intricate folk dancing. 
But this is also a culture where family 
feuds still rage, slavery is known to ex- 
ist, stealing is common, and illiteracy, 
particularly among girls, is frequent. 
Clearly, this is an area of great chal- 
lenge to the Christian mission. 


To meet the challenge, in 1950 Dan- 
salan Junior College was started. These 
lines from a report by Miss Frances 
Thompson would indicate that in six 
short years the challenge had not only 
been met but progress was being made: 


“Our students are definitely taking 
on a new understanding, a new toler- 
ance, a new attitude of friendliness. 
From the attitudes of their teachers, 
from their study of the Bible, from the 
convocations and other activities they 
attend and engage in—from these and 
a number of other things they are gain- 
ing an understanding of Christians and 
Christian philosophy that is slowly dis- 
solving their traditional suspicion and 
antagonism. While they have not yet 
come to love the Bible, they definitely 
have ceased to think of it as poison. 


And they certainly no longer think of 
our church as forbidden ground.” 

Other developments have come about 
in six years, namely, Dansalan Junior 
College is physically splitting its seams. 
Classes are being held on the stage of 
the auditorium, library stacks are in the 
dining room, study halls must be held 
in shifts, and boarding facilities are 
non-existent. To build a new school 
building for Dansalan, $30,000 is re- 
quired. As an authorized special of the 
American Board, all gifts to this fund 
will receive apportionment credit. Your 
contributions may be sent to the South- 
east Convention office, marked ‘“Dan- 
salan Junior College.”

The limited resources of the South- 
east Convention makes the establish- 
ment of a single new church a huge 
undertaking, taxing its strength and 
resources. For this reason the function 
of The Church Builders Club is es- 
pecially important to supplement the 
building program of The Southeast Con- 
vention. Realizing the importance of its 
mission, the officers and trustees have 
dedicated themselves to the task of 
conducting all the affairs of The Chur- 
ch Builders Club on sound business 
principles and policies, as expressed 
by the members in the constitution and 
the resolutions adopted by the member- 
ship. 

MEMBERSHIP PLEDGES will be 
limited to not more than two each year. 
Only those who have paid the current 
pledge will be considered as _ active 
members; those who fail to pay the 
current pledge after the call will be 
dropped from the active membership 
list. They can, of course, rejoin the 
club at any time by paying the current 
call and without paying previous calls 
unless they so desire. 

CALL FOR PAYMENT ON PLEDG- 
ES will be made by the Promotional 
Committee through the representatives 
in the local churches at the opening of 
the drive for the church approved by 
the club and by the Survey and Chur- 


ch Aid Committee of the Southeast 
Convention. Receipts will be mailed 
for each contribution. The Treasurer 
may send out notices of unpaid pledg- 
es. Solicitations for unpaid pledges 
from any other source is unauthorized 
and should be reported to one of the 
officers for proper action. The single 
exception to this rule was the authoriz- 
ed request by W. C. Carpenter (at his 
own expense) to the unpaid pledgees 
for the Douglas project. Mr. Carpenter 
has advised that the returns no longer 
justify the expense and he is discon- 
tinuing mailing to these unpaid pledg- 
ecs. 
Funds For Other Churches 

The Church Builders Club will soli- 
cit funds for only one project at a time, 
as authorized by the Board of Trustees 
of the club. After the closing date for 
that project, all solicitations will be 
discontinued. However, we will be 
pleased to accept money designated 
for particular churches when sent 
through regular Church Builders Club 
channels: to the Convention offices, 
where it is recorded and the funds for- 
warded to the Treasurer, entered in 
his records and deposited. This is the 
only method that will insure that proper 
credits and records will be made, both 
for current mailing lists and for audit- 
ing. Funds designated for churches oth- 
er than the current project cannot be 
counted as payment of regular mem- 
bership pledges. 

The Church Builders Club belongs to 
the members and with your help and 
cooperation we will continue to help 
build more and better churches of 
Congregational freedom and Christian 
faith for the Glory of God and the bet- 
terment of mankind in the rapidly ex- 
panding Southland.

The Board of Trustees of Southern 
Union College have announced the 
launching of a ten year million dollar 
development drive for the expansion 
of campus facilities and program. W. 
Pressley Ingram of Birmingham, Ala., 
chairman of the Board, announced that 
the development program will be given 
careful study during the next year and 
will be ready for a major emphasis at 
the time of the 1958 annual meeting. 
Immediate plans call for a $1,000,000 
drive over the ten year period. This will 
include $750,600 for new buildings; 
$200,000 for permanent endowment 
funds; and $50,000 for repairs on pre- 
sent facilities. The $60,000 dormitory for 
women, Pilgrim Hall, is not included in 
the program since it is scheduled for 
completion by September of 1957. 

The Board named Douglas Wasson 
as acting president of the college and 
also elected him to the permanent po- 
sition of vice-president in charge of 
promotion. He has been serving as Di- 
rector of Public Relations and Admis- 
sions and has been acting president 
since last August. 

Dr. A. R. Van Cleave was re-elected 
Dean of the Faculty and Dr. Henry H. 
Diehl, a new staff member coming in 
December of 1957, was named Dean of 
Students. 

The Board voted to expand its mem- 
bership from 24 to 32 in order to have 
a wider representation across the na- 
tion. Four new trustees were nominat- 
ed by the Board and will be approved 
by the Executive Committee after their 
acceptance. Members elected for the 
class of 1961 include the Rev. Robbins 
Ralph of Avon Park, Fla., who succeeds 
retiring Dr. Wm. Tuttle; the Rev. Roger 
Y. Burton of Irvington, N. J. (re- 
elected); and the Rev. Ludwig Emigholz 
of Cleveland, Ohio (re-elected). Four 
additional members will be elected by 
the Southeast Convention.
